PARTIES

The defendants are members of the Dickenson family. Claims 
have been asserted against George Dickenson, Jr., |jfife^ 
attacker, who was 11 years old at the time of the incidents;

who is beleived to have been about 15 years old at the times of 
her actions set forth in the complaint. 
II. FACTS 

Ife^^^Jand George were friends. Despite their age 
differences they often played together. They lived in the same 
neighborhood and hung around in the same crowd of kids. Usually 
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when they played it was in a group situation in the 
neighborhood . 

During the fall of 1982, ^^|was in the Cub Scouts and 

his mother was the Den Mother. Meetings were at l^^fe^ I 

George was a Boy Scout and came to the Cubs' meetings. He would 
often stay after the meetings and play with falifeB . 

One December afternoon, the nature of the play changed. 
George told |^^^ to remove his clothes. George 
began to play with Bti m"j| penis. Then George pulled down his 
own pants. fgffrjj| started to get scared, he didn't want to play 
anymore. George demanded that j SiS MBM perform fellatio on him.

George was somewhat of a neighborhood 
bully but he never seemed to get in trouble no matter how much 
he bothered the younger kids. On one prior ocassion George had

After all , George was a "big kid' r (from 
the perspective of a 7 year old), pjilii ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ iff | mother was "only a 
girl" and his father was confined to a wheelchair.

chain" of events. They were aware of their son's prior acting 
out and had been advised by his school to get him into 
counselling. George bullied the younger children. His parents 
witnessed some of these incidents and had some reported to them 
by other parents and the school. George was caught trying to 
peep into the window of a local pre-teen girl. The parents of 
one neighborhood girl, aged 5, reported to George's parents when 
George offered to teach her how to perform fellatio. If they 
had gotten George into counselling or kept a closer eye on him 
he might not have victimized E*— miM . 

l fc>-ma»jj kept quiet for a long time. In June 1983 his infant 



brother 



died . 



and the rest of his family wen t 



into grief counselling. The counselling was discontinued at the 



suggestion of the counsellor but eventually 



behaviors 
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showed some of the turmoil he was experiencing. He was involved 
in some petty vandalism and playing with matches in August 1983. 
Therapy was reins ti tut ed . In December 1983, [gg^gg was found 
trying to engage his younger brother in fellatio and 

anal intercourse. This was reported to their therapists. 

Meanwhile, mother jjjTS was determined to get 

treatment that would make -these behaviors stop. She was the 
subject of an abusive childhood and was determined to protect 
her children from its pains. The behavior s were discussed with 
the family's therapists. It was advised that the boys be given 
separate sleeping quarters. This meant that one of them had to 
occupy the room that had belonged to their deceased baby 
brother. The behaviors did subside. 

The spring and summer of 1984 passed relatively quietly- 
One evening in August 1984, fj|jSjg|| was waiting around his 
ther ' s bedroom nervously. When she convinced him to talk 
bout his day he told her of it and then spoke of a visit to a 
family friend's house a few days earlier. Itj^m^ and his friend 
had surrep tisiously gone into the friend's dad's office and had 
snuck a look at some "adult" magazines. vas chastised for 

going into the office and advised that those magazines were best 
left to older people but thanks for the truthfulness. 

| still didn't leave. He seemed to have more to say. 
asked him if he had ever seen pictures like that before. 
He said he had, in the woods with George. He was told next time 
he should walk away . He still seemed as though he had more to 
say . ffrT" ^j j asked him if there was anything else he wanted to 
tell her.

IfeS^ an d the family, in consultation with their 
therapists, decided to prosecute George in order to get him the 
help he needed so that he wouldn't hurt anybody else. The 
police were called and an investigation was begun. 

That's when the harrassment started. A few days after 
charges were filed against George, George began bothering jJ^Mtjj 
on his way home from school and had to run home to get 

away from him. 

was losing time from work due to the constant 
agitation and turmoil in the household. She had difficulty 
sleeping, lost her appetite, had difficulty concentrating, could 
not tolerate being touched by anyone, and became physically ill. 

l lrTBSSSBB s c h o o 1 work suffered, he had nightmares , he was 
afraid to be alone, he was afraid to play in the neighborhood or 
even in his own yard and he started overeat in g. Unbeknownst to 
his parents at the time, he began to sleep with a knife under 
his pillow. 

A hearing was scheduled on complaint. After a 

conference with Hon. Marie Jackson, Juvenile Justice , George 
requested to plead no contest. He was given 2 years probation 
and ordered to enroll in therapj. The II family went home 
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happy. 

A few days later, George and his friends assaulted 
verbally harrassing him and being physically abusive while 
chiding him for having taken George to court. 

Several weeks after the juvenile session proceedings, the 
|glww«8 | received word that the plea had been withdrawn and an 
appeal was pending of George's delinquency petition. 

Panic struck the family again. They learned they 

would have to go back to court, performance at 

work deteriorated as did her marriage. The parents stopped any 
sexual contact and communications between them were strained* 

A court date was scheduled but had to be postponed due to 
the illness of the assistant district attorney. ftjjS^j[ [ jpEBB^ 
ended up hospitalized for 2 weeks and without work for several 
weeks due to the strain* 

Eventually the hearing was held. It was a jury waived 
trial. ^»*^»*ftjjjgj| rememhera the disposition as having been the 
entry of findings of delinquent on two count3 of indecent 
assault and battery and not delinquent on the two counts of 
assault with intent to commit rape. George was placed on 
probation. 

The day after the trial, the [SBf! family began receiving 
telephone death threats. The youngest child ftwj , then aged |, 
was the recipient of two of theses calls. He has suffered 
nightmares, a return to previously extinguished bedwetting, and 
fear of being alone. Mtfefc ^^^i^ had her sons transfered to 
out-of-dis trice schools. The calls kept coming until the 
Arlington Police Department got the | | to stop them.
